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INTRODUCTION 


It’s nearly ten years since I started editing Buffy comics, an assignment I accepted 
without having seen the show. The first story to see print was a short in the Dark 
Horse Presents 1998 annual, which hit the streets that August. Although we’d begun 
work on Buffy much earlier, the first issue of the monthly book came a month 
later; the series lasted over five years, slightly past the end of the television series. 

I’ve edited every Buffy comic to see print, and as we begin Buffy’s Season Eight— 
Joss Whedon’s relaunch of the comic, continuing the official story of the character— 
the Buffy Omnibus series begins a complete chronological reprint of the earlier 
stories, which were done with little or no involvement from Joss. 

The old Buffy the Vampire Slayer# 1,and that story in DHP, are not in this volume. 
When we started work in early 1998, we set the first stories in the then-current 
Season Two. These stories, set at the very start of Buffy’s career, came later. A few 
months into our initial run, Buffy novelist Chris Golden suggested adapting Joss’s 
original film script—a faithful adaptation, as opposed to the tongue-in-cheek 1992 
film. This led to Buffy: The Origin, reprinted here. Soon afterward, Golden proposed 
a Spike and Dru comic, co-written with James Marsters, who (of course) played 
Spike on the show.There were two follow-up comics written out of chronological 
order, so this volume reprints the last of them, set long before Spike and Dru had 
ever heard of Sunnydale. 

Toward the end of the original series—of both the show and the comics—Scott 
Lobdell was writing the comic. He proposed a sort of Buffy: Year One story. For 
those of you who didn’t grow up on comics, Year One is a term that, like so many 
things, we owe to Frank Miller. It’s not so much an origin story as a story set at 
the beginning of a character’s career—in this case, between the burning of Buffy’s 
L.A. high school and her arrival in Sunnydale.Joss’s plans for Season Seven, the final 
season of the show, were so tight it was impossible for us to set stories parallel to 
those episodes. So we looked to Buffy’s past.There were the loose ends with Pike, 
her boyfriend from the film; a trip to Vegas; and her time in an institution, referred 
to in the 2002 TV episode “Normal Again.”The Year One stories form the majority 
of this book, and will conclude inVolumeTwo. 

One creative choice that I made here was to include Dawn. It met with some 
criticism from fans. Dawn wasn’t really there during these events, but as the show 
had explored, and we explored in a series called False Memories, Buffy would remem¬ 
ber her having been there. I always liked Dawn as a character, and so Lobdell and 
I—and Fabian Nicieza, who came on to co-write—decided to keep her. And thank 
god; otherwise we never could have done “Dawn and Hoopy the Bear.” 

The stories in this volume take place before Buffy Summers ever reached Sunny- 
dale.They were written and drawn over a stretch of five years. During that time, my 
approach changed a lot. When I agreed to edit Buffy, I’d never seen the show, and 
neither I nor anyone else at Dark Horse had direct access to Joss. That changed, 
as I began working with the show’s writers, and eventually Joss himself—leading 
to his own series, Fray (2001), and the projects he oversaw and co-wrote, Tales of 
the Slayers (2002) and Tales of the Vampires (2003).These won’t be reprinted in the 
omnibus series, as I consider them more of a lead-in to Joss’s reign on Season Eight 
than a part of my earlier series. But working with him on Fray and the Tales of books 
helped me bring the original series closer to his vision.This book is an interesting 
case study in that evolution. I hope you enjoy it.
